This bill would change provisions relating to truancy, juvenile courts, the Community-based Juvenile Services Aid Program, the 
Commission Grant Program, and compulsory education. 
 
The Supreme Court estimates that this bill could result in a General Fund expenditure reduction in Juvenile Probations for truancy only 
cases. The Court is showing total service expenditures for truancy only cases as follows:  FY18 = $2,708,769, FY19 = $3,084,936, and 
FY20 = $3,589,768.  
 
The average length of time for a truancy case is one year, but can be up to four years. If this bill becomes law, current truancy cases 
would still be ongoing, there just would not be any new cases. Therefore, the full impact of any reduction probably would not show up 
until FY24.  
 
The Department of Education, the Department of Correctional Services, and the Department of Health and Human Services estimate 
no fiscal impact from this bill.  
 
The Crime Commission estimates costs of $4,028,029 in FY22, and $4,029,549 in FY23. This is for increased aid in section 17 of the 
bill, from $5 million to $10 million in the Community-based Juvenile Services Aid Program. The current aid budget amount is actually 
$6,048,000, so the increase is $3,952,000, rather than the $5 million noted in section 17 of the bill.  The agency estimates adding an 
additional employee to assist in managing the payments and financially monitoring the additional aid funds.  
 
LFO has no basis to disagree with the Crime Commission’s estimate.  
 
Lancaster County estimates cost of $175,000 in FY22 and $177,879 in FY23 for an additional juvenile diversion caseworker and 
additional services for juveniles impacted by this bill.  They are also showing additional revenue of $75,000 per year but it is unclear the 
source of this revenue.

Explanation of Estimate: 

 
LB568 will reduce General Fund expenditures in Juvenile Probation as a result of cases for only truancy, or 
excessive absenteeism as stated in LB568, no longer being filed in court.  
 
Fiscal impact: 
1. No staff reduction is anticipated. No Probation officer has a truancy-only caseload. The reduction in any one 
officer’s caseload is not estimated to be significant. Officer time will be shifted to other areas of their caseload or 
directed to additional caseload. 
2. Expenditures for services will decrease gradually since existing truancy cases and accompanying Probation 
supervision will not cease immediately. The average length of supervision for these cases is approximately 1 
year. However, supervision has been ordered, in some cases, for a period of several years. Total service 
expenditures were in FY18 $2,708,769, FY19 $3,084,936 and FY20 $3,589,768. It is estimated that the full 
impact of any expenditure decrease would not be evident until FY24.
